When Arthur Duestrow shot through 


the trap at Union today the finale was 
supplied to the most stubbornly fought 
legal fight in tbe record of criminal trials 
in Missouri and, with few exceptions. In 
the country. On Feb. 16, 1891, three 
days after the crime, a warrant for mur- 
der in the first degree was issued, and on 
March 20 the murderer was indicted and 
arraigned. He entered a plea of not 
guilty, and the oase was set for April 9. 
The cause was continued to the next 
April term of tbe St. Louis criminal 
court, at which term affidavits were filed 
alleging tbat Judge Edmunds, of said 
onrt, was prejudiced against the defond- 
nt, and praying that he be disqualified 
om trying the oase.

Probably the firstdistinct impression 


I received from the Bedouin was the 
close resemblance of their life to that 
of Old Testament times. Their loose, 
flowing robes added to their naturally 
tall and imposing appearance, and their 
strong, majestic faces, slightly Jewish 
in type, together with their gracious 
old world courtesies, irresistibly sug- 
gested the patriarchs of old. Their 
lives, thoughts, sayings and occupa- 
tions remain unchanged through all 
these centuries, and the incidents and 
conversations of my daily intercourse 
with them were ahvays Abrahamic in 
character. 


Though nomads, the Arabs are rovers

the rights of others to life or any sort of 
liberty of thought and notion. For these 
reasons promised reforms by either of 
these nations are only made to be broken. 


Spain after the ten years' war in Cuba 


secured peace by promising reforms to the 
Cubans which promises were broken as 
won as thos» who had fought for liberty 
bad laid down their arms. The result of 
that deception and the Increase of bur- 
dens upon the Cubans is the Is Jthe 
cause of the present war which jwill 
result In freedom 
for 
the Cubans in 


spite of Cleveland, Olney and Harmon. 
This brings us to reflect as to what ex- 
cuse Cleveland can justly assign for aid- 
Ing a nation that has thus far shown 
that it cannot be relied upon to keep faith 
except where it dares not offend. 
Such a 


nation is unworthy the effort Cleveland 
is making to construe the laws in her 
favor. 


The trouble the sultan has in Crete has 


come abont in the same way and is the re- 
sult of similar causes. In 1894 an equal 
number of Christians and Turks in Crete 
were«entenced to death for some crime 
and an appeal was made for clemency. It 
•wa« granted in all lint one of the cases as 
to tbo Turks but all the Christians were 
executed. Ihis plain and bold discrim- 
ination caused intense feeling among the 
Cretean Christians. They met in conven- 
tions and protested and made certain de- 
mands in the nature of reforms, among 
which was the appointment of a Christian 
instead of a Turkish governor for the is- 
land. Tills made the Mohammedans an- 
gry and instead < f attempting to 
pacify 


tbeJOhristians they instituted persecutions 
and added to their burdens until the Mo- 
hammedan governor was assassinated. In 
1895 tho Christians revolted a»d took up 
arms. Then came the European powers 
and forced Turkey to make terms with 
the Cretan revolutionists and in this ar- 
rangement the island was granted a 
Christian governor, but no sooner had the 
Cretans laid down their arms than the 
same persecutions were reinstated in spito 
of the new governor and these broken 
pledges are at the bottom of the present 
Insurrection. 


The king of Greece has observed all 


these things. He has seen the hollow pre- 
tense* of the Turk as to the Christians in 
Crete. Greece !s neighbor to Crete as the 
United States is neighbor to Cuba but 
unlike Grover Cleveland the king of 
Greece has come to the resono of the per- 
•ecnted in Crete and proposes to succor 
and aid them, while the president of a 
free people elected by a free ptople quib- 
bles about International law in the inter- 
est of a nation that has shown itself un- 
worthy of any consideration. The Ameri- 
can people will hurrah for the king of 
Greece while they pray God to paralyze 
the the political power of their own presi- 
dent until God and the constitution of the 
United States relieves him of that power. 
The action of Greece will in all probabil- 
ity result In transferring the allegiance of 
Crete from the Turk to the kingdom of 
Greece and the limitations of the consti- 
tution of the United States will give Cu- 
bans the freedom for which they have 
shown a willingness to die. Surely

to bring liberty to a struggling people 
while the president of the only people on 
earth who declared that "all men are cre- 
ated free and endowed by their Creator 
with certain inalienable rights" disports 
himself In an effort to deny these rights 
to an oppressed people.

We were to take 


back a load of pine 
lumber, but on ar- 


riving- at Bergen it n as found the cargo 
was a\\ay up the coast, at a small sea- 
|/orton the Vest-fiord, and for this place, 
after discharging, the Eollo made sail. 


With light, contrary breezes, we 


tacked a great many time-s, and on one 
of these tacks, near the LofEoilen islands, 
passed close by the spot vi heirc, at cer- 
tain times of tide, and especially after 
iiortlrttest gales, rages the. great Mael- 
strom, the terrors of which were so ex- 
aggerated by the early geographers. 


The ebb current had probably set us 


out of our courwe, but we taw nothing 
remarkable, save a commotion of the 
waters two or three mile1; away, re- 
minding us of the Race in Lor.g I&iand 
pound, or of Hell Gate, as it used to be 
in these (lays. 


.V good breeze would have carried the 


ship through it in perfect safety, nor 
ivould it ha\e swamped a fishing-boat. 


Standing into the 
Vest-fiord, we 


fiaalh dropped anchor in a snug har- 
bor, before the little Norwegian hamlet 
n hich was to furnish us with a cargo. 


Here were great piles of lumber all 


about the shores. It x^as wholly pine, 
for we were now in latitx'de 68. where 
no other tirnbc-r will flourish, and where 
even the pine itself almost reaches its 
northern limit. 


\Vhat a cold and lonely reg'on it was! 


The captain's wife and little boy were 
on bmrd, and the sight of them kept 
a warm place all the titne in my heart 
as if so much of bright New England 
ttill survived for us. though we were 
awaj up in the Vest-fiord. 


A Dutch brig, called the ZuyderZee, 


wa*? likewise there. 


She had sailed a week before ourselves 


from Rotterdam, and by a singular coin- 
cidence her captain also had taken His 
wife and little boy. But the little blue 
eyed fellow w as no more a bout the decks 
We had seen his pretty face at the rail 
as the brig went, out of Rotterdam, au< 
•gain as she went out. of Bergen, am 
little Charlie Rivers, climbing upon thi 


Suddenly he caught sight of the 


Zuyder Zee, and in some way losing: his 
balance, while straining his neck to 
look at her, out he went. 


Mrs. Rivers' had just missed him as 


he disappeared. 
She leaned out to 


catch him, as the Hollo's stern settled 
in the eddy beneath, and she, too, was 
gone.

catastrophe, until, as the Zujder Ze«

It was not long, how ever, ere the wind 


greatly abated, and we could see that 
he had set. his forsail, foretopmast 
staysail and trysail, v ith which amount 
of can\ as his chance of safety w as much 
improved. 


Soon after the gale was over, a thick, 


rainy mist gathered upon, the water, 
obscuring e%erything for 24 hours; but 
the wind, «hich had changed, blew a 
,trong breeze directly out of the fiord. 
At length the air cleared and we got 
underway, seeing nothing of the Dutch- 
nan. 
Had he felt his v, ay out w ith his !ead- 


1'ne, or was he dashed upon the rocks? 
The suspense of our captain was dread- 
ful. 


As we passed the mouth of the fiord 


tlie wind hauled in such a manner as to 
head us off; the air became foggy, 
and, in making a turn, we approached 
so near the maelstrom as to hear jt& 
hea\y roaring1. 


The order v, as given to put the ship 


;n( stays, but scarcely had wet gone on 
the opposite tack when it fell entire- 
ly calm, and we were at the mercy of 
the tide.

Mounting- upon the head rail, while

The berea\ed mother, conn.g on 


board of us, as i%e lay at anchor, took 
ittle Charlie in her arras and cried bit- 
terly.

The two vessels finished load ing- at the

This is \ery wide and long—a sea in 


itself—and in rough weather one of the 
most dangerous places in the world. 
But now all was pleasant. Thousands 
of eea-fowl circled around the vessel, 
and the distent shoires of theLoffoden 
Islands had a warm, misty beauty. 


This state of thinjrs, however, did not 


long-continue. Theweatherthickened, 
as if preparing- for a storm; then the 
breeze left us, and we dropped anchor 
in deep water, in order not to be> setout 
of our course by the tide.

The ebb tide opposed the wind, and 


the tumult grew fearful. The sea was 
tremendous. It carried away the Dutch 
brig's deck load, her longboat and yawl, 
while both vessels pitched bowsprit un- 
der at every plunge, rolling "scuppers 
to," and fast taking along-their anchors. 


The brig dragged faster than the ship, 


and being to \i indward, came near get- 
ting afoul of us, as, stern foremost^ tug- 
ging back on her chains and deluged 
with water, she sagged slowly past. 


Indeed, her rnainyard struck our own 


as the two wallowing vessels rolled 
toward each other; and afterward she 
,lay tumbling for some minutes, so close 
to our quarter that we could almost 
have jumped on board of her. 


At this rnoirrnt, little Charlie Eivers

placed her in terrible danger, but at las I 
w e .succeeded in reaching the ship in 
safety. 


As we did so the Dutch brig went into 


the whirl. What a sight it was! Arouml 
and around she swept, now standing 
nearly on. end, now lying o\er till her 
jards dipped in the water, and all the 
wliile-—headforemost, faternforemost or 
broadside 
to—going with 
frightful 


speed. 


Then the hull disappeared; thelowet 


masts were swallowed; the royal yardi 
went out of sight. She was gone. 


We arrived safely at Rotterdam. But 


who can describe thecaresses showered 
vjion little Charlie through all the 
passage? The Dutch mother, who had 
lost her boy, seemed to Jove the. Ameri- 
can child almost as her orvn; and when 
w« sailed from the old Holland seaport 
she wafted him tearful kisses as his 
small face looked back to 
i drawbridge where aae stood.

The sultan expressed 
tis satisfaction at the occupation of Cane* 
by tbe powers. In spite of the peacelul 
outlook It is known that It required much 
uct on the part of ambasnadors to prevail 
on the porte to accept the situation after 
tbo landing of Greek troops in Crete. 
Anti-Turkish manifestations are reported 
nt different points in Theesally, shots 
having been fired and Turkish frontier 
guards wound.d. The sultan seems to 
consider that Greece would not have acted 
to defiantly without having at least one 
powerful friend behind her. This feature 
has had a calming effect -jpon tlie lurks 
who see in tbo abandonment of Crete to 
Greece possible escape from more impor- 
tant changes ln_the map of the Turkish 
empire. 


A Warning.
